UNITED STATES AID 


Those who are deeply con- 
cerned over what has been 
called America’s lack of de- 
cisive policy in the Far East 
should .weleome the forth- 
rightness with which the 
American Secretary of State, 
Mr.-Dean Acheson, has made 
his appeal for aid to Korea. 

Mr, Acheson was fully 
aware of this aspect of 
the case when he told the 
House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee: “If you do not take 
this step it scems to me that 
it is a public declaration that 
we ure not going to do any- 
thing in the Far East.” Actu- 
ally, most of the opposition 
to the Korean aid bill stem: 
med from Congressional ob- 
jection to to a Far Eastefn 
policy that has been fre- 
quently attacked because it 
seemed to be one of doing 
nothings. 

Korea's need, however, is so 
urgent that the case should 
not be decided on this issue. 
It would have .been bad 
poliey if Korea's plight had 
been turned into a club with 
which to beat the State De- 
partment for what are regard- 
ed as its past sins of omission. 
Certainly the best way ‘to at- 
tack a bad record is to rectify 
it, and that is the course of 
action that -has been taken. 

‘The important thing is not 
to prove the Department of 
Mr. Acheson wrong, but to 
keep the Republic of Korea 
alive. America has under- 
taken an obligation in respect 
to the young nation and it 
has not yet been discharged 
It does not rid itself of that 
obligation by suggesting that 
because it has failed at some 
other points, it must, a priori, 
concede failure at this onc. 

.There is abundant evidence 
that the withdrawal of Ameri- 
can troops from Korea was to 
be the signal for renewed 
pressure on the republic. 
Some of that pressure actual- 
ly jumped the’ gun and. the 
Koreans in the South are al-’ 
ready defending themselves 
against increasingly serious 
border forays. At the same 
time they are attempting to 
meet the threat of infiltration. 
Onder those conditions, and 
without military assistance, 
prompt aid is essential. 

There has been some ex- 
pression of doubt that the 
amount and character of the 
assistance to be given are suf- 
ficient. Korean requests have 
been nfodest in a situation in 
which.danger !s great. There 
is some reassurance on this 
point to be derived in a back- 
handed way from the Soviet 
Union's objection to the pro- 
posal. The very fact that Iz- 
vestia deems it proper to 
launch’ an assault on Ameri-' 
ca’s_ “Imperialist” intentions 
in Korea as revealed by this 
modest measure indicates that 
the Russians are afraid that 
it may do some good.’

The draft rules of procedure and the provisional

In an editorial denouncing the 
Nationalist blockade, the British- 
ewned “North China —_ Daily 
News" today urged the British 
yovernment to “take every pos- 
sible step” to end such action by

The newspaper strongly critl- 
cised Britain and other powers 
for thelr failure to stop the two- 
month old blockade long ago. It 
pointed out that the British and 
other foreign communities slay- 
ed in Shanghni ofter the occupa- 
tion to carry on trade with China 
and had the right to expect thelr 
government would ‘given assis~ 
tance to them. © 

The paper said the blockade 
had no effect on the Communist 
military operations and what 
sucess it had attained jn keeping 
fout ships and cutting off foreign 
trade was “largely the result of 
the failure of the powers to tnke 
steps against jt.” 

it said the British and other 
foreign communities are encoun- 
tering huge Jorses which would 
otherwise be financed by trade. 

Recalling, the decision of the 
British {o remain in China, the 
newspaper concluded, “It is hop- 
ed that the British government 
even now will take every pos- 
sible step to put an end to the 
ridiculous and costly develop- 
ment which ought to have been 
nipped in the bud at the very 
outset."-—United Press.

The irregular fluttering kick that propelled Japan’s 
Hironoshin Furusashi to three world records re- 
- Presents a new trend in swimming style, Olym- 
pic coach R. J. H. “Bob” Kiphuth said today. 


The Yale University swim 
mentor, whose 1948 Olympic 
swimmers swept almost every 
event, said the trend will 
bring sorrow to the Americans 
who adopt the — four-bvat 
Furuhashi kick. 

He said. “We are accustomed 
to the conventional six beat kick, 
but there will) be many good 
swimmers who will try to make u 
change and ruin their own styles.” 
~ Furuhasht amazed veteran 
swim fans during ‘the AAU by 
emploving a stow kick in which 
he seemed to drag his legs more 
often than he kicked. 

One of the Japanese champlon’s 
rivals, Forbes Norris, Jr. of Har- 
yard University, sald Furuhashi’s 
kick was irregular and ‘hesitant 
ond never the same in two con- 
secutive races. 

“It does not look us if he trains 
that way,” said Norris, who 
placed sixth jn the past year's 
1.500 smetre Olympics event. 


Built On Springs 

He added, “He drags his legs in 
un relaxed position ‘but when ‘he 
docs kick he thrusts vigorously, 
I think the most amazing thing 
about Furnuhashi’s style is his arm 
stroke. He looks as ‘if he [s built 
on springs. He nearly pulls him- 
self out of the’ water when he 
sprints." : : 

Qne_ conch ,said, “Furuhashi 
seems to have three gears like an 
automobile, At first. he may be in 
a Jow gear but in time he shifts 
into second and than into high 
gear ond is just walking away 
from the field.” :

Jamion “Jam” Handy, veteran 
swimmer, DBetrait industrialist 
und leading manufacturer of 
training films for armed forces 
during World War II, also anatys- 
ed Furuhashi’s style, 

“I became interested. during 
the war in applying the uefodyna- 
infe principles of parasite drag to 
swimening,” Handy explained us 
he watched Furuhashi working 
out in dhe Les Angeles swimming 
pool, “So Just year I sturted ex- 
pe:tmenting with methods . of 
varying the kick according tu the 
pusition of arms und on ways of 
poncentrauine the power of the 
kick, The atlvaontages of this style 
--which ts a variation of Furu- 
hashi’s kick—are obvious.” 

Handy continued: “The Amec- 
rican swimmer with his six kicks 
per cycle has his legs creatin, 
water resistance against the pul 
of his’ arnw and is. kicking so 
often that on some ‘kicks he Is 
beating a mixture of air and 
water and gets,no traction, So 
by tralling his Sens In the water 
during the period when his arms 
are exerting thelr - pull he has 
energy ,and gets continuous mo- 
tlon. The trouble with us is that 
we ore in a mass producticn of 
the old model style of swimming.”

Handy is so-certain of his new
